the rights aud feelings of those most immediately 
dependent apon him—he has merged all feefing:, 
and all tastes in that one powerfil appetite which 
intoxicating liquer only can satisfy—he throws to 
the wind his love of country, sense of public shame, 
public dety and the endearing tie« of kindred affec- 
tion, and goes forth with the beast of the tied lik: 
the Babylonian monarch, till he partakes of their 
worst and inost repalare properties—Lut who has 
seen hin return }—rare and soliuary are the instav-
